Count von Bulow’s speech in the Reichstag ' 
yesterday, an epitome of which appears in our 
telegrams, clearly shows that Germany intends 
to have a finger in the Moorish pie, and ‘from 
to-morrow, when the Kaiser lands at Tangier, 
a new dovelopment in the history of Muroceo 
may not improbably be dated.

price of concessions, the nature of which it is 
not possible to apecify, but which may reason- 
ably be expected to bode no good to British 
trading interesta when France shall beiu a pusi 
tion to give valuable practical sapport to the 
trade of one Power against the trade of anuther!
